Rubey M. Hulen said yesterday 
he would let only that part of 
the indictment stand alleging 
Caudle and Connelly conspired 
to defraud the Government of 
their services. 

His ruling removes all ref- 
erences to charges that the de- 
fendants conspired to commit 
bribery, perjury, made false 
statements and entries, and 
other offenses. 

Testimony Stricken. 

The judge also said he would 
order stircken from the record 
all testimony and evidence, per- 
taining to Schwimmer, who 
was a defendant but was re- 
moved from the trial because of 
illness. The defense, which 
sought this action, also con- 
sidered the ruling a major vic- 
tory. 

Caudle, on cross-examination 
today, testified he was “glad to 
meet Mr. Schwimmer—he was 
a friend of the President.” Yes- 
terday he told the jury he “put | 
up with Schwimmer because he | 
was a friend of President Tru- 
man and everyone else in the 
White House.” 

Wyllys Newcomb, chief Gov- 
ernment counsel, questioned 
Caudle closely on how his office 
handled calls from the White 
House. The Government has al- 
leged that Connelly made calls 
to Caudle in behalf of Schwim- 
mer while the Sachs case was 
pending. 

“Ien’t it true when you or 
your staff got a call from the 
White House, you gave it your 
immediate attention?” New- 
comb asked. ; 

Caudle said his staff was in- 
structed to give such calls 
“prompt and professional atten- 
tion.” 

Impression Sought. 

“I'm entitled to know your 
state of mind when you get 
calls from the White House,” 
the Government prosecutor de- 
manded. “Did they make any 
impression on you at all? 

“It certainly would be differ- 
ent from a call from other 
places,” the defendant replied. 
“You just don’t ignore a call 
from the White House. I would 
report honestly in answer to 
the questions asked. _ 

“Did you ever receive any 
instructions from Connelly that 
he wanted you to see there was 
no prosecution in the tax case? 
Caudle was asked. 

Caudle replied: ‘No, sir. He 
never instructed me either way.’ 

Caudle added: “I extended 
courtesy to Mr. Schwimmer as 
a member of the bar, but I; 
did not go out of my way. I 
was glad to meet Mr. Schwim-| 
mer—he was a friend of the 
President.” 

Questioned on Oil Royalty.

“Nobody can make a deter 
mination at present,” he said.

Barney Strong, Paul Jans, and 
Mrs. Sarah Shaw, saying she 
was the wife of Ralph Shaw, 
who has been named in previ- 
ous testimony as having been 
in charge of the party head- 
quarters in St. Louis. 

Subcommittee Counsel Frank 
S. Tavenner Jr. said Dr. Rut- 
ledge was called as a witness to 
show Commuonist attempts to 
infiltrate professional groups 
Interested in Social Problems. 

The physician, 59 years old, 
said he was graduated from the 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine in 1920, and became 
interested in social problems in 
the 1930s when some of his 
patients died of silicosis as a 
result of poor working condi- 
tions since corrected 

In 1941, he said, he took a 
“purely intellectual’ interest in 
Communism and began reading 
on Russia,

“An accident denotes an un- 
expected happening, without 
design—or by chance The 
shocking death toll—more than 
100 each day in this country 
must certainly awaken within us 
an awareness of what is likely 
to follow when we speed, when 
we pass a red light, and when 
we ignore the rules of the road. 

“Being aware of the conse- 
quences of our acts, can we then 


say that death is visited upon 
us witheut design and solely by 
chance? 


“No! This is ‘motorthanasia.’ 
The putting of a person to death 
by the use of a motor vehicle.”

White House Clarifies View

Issues Special Statement After Press Con- 
ference to Say Eisenhower Has No Idea. 
of Disparaging Advantages of Alliances

He believes such alliances 
are “the modern and enlight- 
ened way of obtaining security.” 
Defense treaties such as the 
United States has with 42 other 
nations “represent the best and 


most effective means of pre-| 


serving world order within the 
framework of the United Na- 


tions charter.” 
Conference Summary. 

The statement began with a 
summary of the President's 
statement at the press confer- 
ence. In some countries of the 
world, it said, “‘it 
that “there are certain idealog- 
ical, geographical or other rea- 
sons making military alliances 
impractical.” . It said ‘‘neutral- 
ity does not mean either dis- 
armament or immunity from 
attack.” 

The bulk of the statement 
was designed to calm fears and 
doubts raised by this paragraph 
in the President’s remarks of 
Wednesday: 

“If (a nation) has announced 
its military association with an- 
other power, things could hap- 
pen to it, difficulties along its 
borders and people would say, 
‘Good enough for it—they asked 

James C. Hagerty, White 
House press secretary, said in 
issuing the statement yesterday 
that both he and the State 
Department have had a number 
of calls inquiring as to the 
President's meaning. He replied 
“Yes” when asked whether the

The text of the White House 
statement follows: 

“The President has authorized

Alliances Impractical. 

“It is obvious that in some 
countries of the world there are 
certain ideological, geographical 
or other reasons making mili- 
tarv alliances impractical. Such 
nations may declare themselves 
to be neutral, hoping thus to 
secure the support of world 
opinion against attack from any 
quarter. Neutrality does not 
mean either disarmament or 
immunity from attack. We have 
had historical examples of this 
kind of neutrality for many 
decades. 

“The President believes in the 
principle of collective security 
whereby the nations associate 
themselves together for each 
other’s protection. This is the 
modern and enlightened way of 
obtaining security. The United 
Nations was designed to provide 
collective security for all. In 
view, however, of the veto 


it has proved necessary to or- 
ganize for collective defense 
under the provisions of article 
51 of the Charter. The United 
States has such collective de- 
fense arrangements 
other nations and it believes 
that, under present conditions, 
these treaties represent the best 
and most effective means of 
preserving world order within 
the framework of the United 
Nations charter. Our mutual 
security program is primarily 
designed to reinforce that world 
order. The President does be- 
lieve that there are special con- 
ditions which justify political 
neutrality but that no nation 
has the right to be indifferent 
to the fate of another, or, as he 
put it, to be ‘neutral as between 
right and wrong or decency or 
indecency.’ 

“The President does not be- 
lieve that association for mutual 
security with the United States 
will

Eisenhower and other Administration officials. The President 
enunciated at his press conference Wednesday that the exchanges

Nixon, however, 


emphasized 
the “overwhelming importance” 
of expanding the exchange pro- 
gram and included high school 
and college students and lead- 
ers in government, business, 
labor and education. 


The Vice President spoke at 
the 12lst commencement cere- 
monies of Lafayette College, 
the Presbyterian church school 
chartered in 1826 and named 
for the French marquis who 
aided the American Revolution. 

‘Win Minds of Men.’ 


Nixon said the United States 
“must, at whatever cost, place 
additional emphasis on develop- 
ing the kind of ideological pro- 
gram which is designed to win 
the minds and hearts of men.” 

Whatever may be the motives 
behind the “new look” in Soviet 
diplomacy, he said, “I think 
that in the long-run the cause 
of freedom will be served by 
breaking through the Iron Cur- 
tain wherever an opportunity 
is presented.” | 

He said he did not fully share 
the view that the Russians were 
up to a “hidden trick.” “ 
think that the explosive power | 
of freedom is greater than the 
combined efforts of all the 
atomic and hydrogen weapons 
in the world today.” 


The United States’ military | 
and diplomatic policy ham- 
mered out in the past 10 years 
“must continue to govern our 
conduct at this time,” he said. 
“But,” he went on, “we could 
make no greater mistake than 
to rest on our oars and to ig- 
nore the ‘new look’ in Soviet 
diplomacy.” 

It was particularly important, 
he asserted, to expand the ex- 
change of persons programs “in 
countries newly released from 
colonial status.” “For the cost 
of one large bomber we can 
make friendships that will bene- 
| fit the world for generations to 

come.” 

Military and economic pro- 


grams essential as they are, he 
said, “may not prove to be the 
essential elements in this bat- 
tle” for the hearts and minds 
of men 
Fundamental Condition. 

“The uncommitted nations 
are not going to be frightened 
into alliances with the West by 


military power, nor can their 
allegiance be purchased by dol- 
lars,” he continued. 

A fundamental condition to 
American efforts, he said, was 
“Whatever we do we must deal 
with other people as our moral 
and spiritual equals.” Nothing, 
he added, “is more infuriating 
or more likely to make our pro- 
gram fail than a boastful and 
condescending attitude on our 
part.” 

He stressed the need for 
appreciating “the high place 
given to intellectual and spirit- 
ual values in many areas of the 
world.”

To Lift a Curtain 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

Having written to you earlier this 
year in criticism of some American 
policies, I feel bound to welcome 
President Eisenhower's call for im- 
proving contacts between peoples 
throughout the world. Coexistence 
between governments is bound to 
be insecure and temporary unless it 
can be firmly based on understand- 
ing between peoples. This is assisted 
by exchanges between top leaders 
and delegations, and by ordinary 
travel visits, and we need many 
more of these; but such means can 
at best involve only a few thousands, 
whereas contact by correspondence, 
as suggested by the President, can 
reach millions. 

I hope, therefore, that this imag- 
{native proposal will meet with an 
immediate and overwhelming re 
sponse. I am one of many in Britain 
who will gladly share in construc- 
tive peace-making of this kind 

From my own experience (natural 
ly on a very limited scale), may I 
suggest that the emphasis should be 
on understanding rather than on 
conversion. Lack of information 
and closed minds may be greater 
dangers even than wrong ideas. 
Without seeking to belittle our dif- 
ferences, what we need internation- 
ally is more a meeting of minds than 
a clash of ideologies. 

When I think another man’s ideas 
are fundamentally mistaken I shall 
seek to correct them, but I must 
take particular care still to respect 
his right to hold these ideas. By all 
means let us have confidence in our 
own beliefs, but not to the extent of 
treating as inferior, or insincere, 
those who differ from us. 

It 4s just as important to give 
credit generously for the good 
points in someone else's way of life 
as to argue forcefully the merits of 
one's own. Where we can justly be 
criticized let us openly admit it, 
while patiently correcting miscon- 
ceptions or generalizations not based 
on fact. 

I feel sure that a world-wide Point 
4 program to develop understanding 
and tolerance can gain powerful sup- 
port from newspapers and _ mag- 
azines, and from radio, television and 
the films, as well as from individ- 
uals. But the main responsibility 
rests on us, the millions of ordinary 
people who often wonder anxiously 
to ourselves, “What can I do for 
peace?” 

Here is a chance to help by build- 
Ing bridges of understanding in place 
of the curtains of the mind—arising 
from distance, upbringing, misinfor- 
mation and fear—that separate us.

Item I for Freeholders 


The St. Louis charter freeholders are about to 
grapple with their first and perhaps most im- 
portant problem. 

They have agreed to begin a discussion of ex- 
actly what type of government they should 
recommend to the people. This is fundamental. 
Until it is resolved the freeholders cannot intel- 
ligently answer any of the thousand and one 
other questions involved in the charter-writing 
task. 

How should. the board go about solving this 
problem? In our opinion it should make a search- 
ing inquiry into the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of each of the important forms of munici- 
pal government. At the same time it should 
be asking whether modern St. Louis needs 28 
wards and 28 aldermen, whether aldermen 
should be elected by wards or at large or by a 
combination of both methods, whether a 


manager would be desirable, and so on

This necessarily means that each of the types 
of government will have to be examined on its 
merits—that there should be no predisposition 
to recommend the 
merely because that is what we have now, or be- 
cause that is what the 1949-50 freeholders urged. 

The 1949-50 board was headed by Mayor Tuck- 
er, then a Washington University professor. It 
produced a charter that continued but consider- 
ably improved the mayor-council government 
with which St. Louisans are familiar. 

Among other things that charter centralized 
authority in the mayor, streamlined administra- 
tion, provided certain fiscal reforms and as- 
serted a number of “home rule” powers that 
would have made for sounder local government. 
It was a good charter but it could have been bet- 
ter. The board had attempted to do its job with- 
out arousing widespread opposition from the 
ward professionals. 

As it turned out, however, that was a vain 
hope. The politicians stood to lose a few patron- 
age jobs if the charter were adopted, and they 
pulled out all stops in a vicious campaign of 


misrepresentation.. The people were deceived 
and the charter was defeated 
* . > 


That is not likely to happen this time. The cui 
rent freeholders enjoy two tremendous tactical 
advantages over the old Tucker board. First they 
can profit by the expericnces of those who la- 
bored through 1949-50. Second they hold office 
as the result of a clear and overwhelming victory 
over the ward politicians of both parties. They 
are under no pressure to make charter adjust- 
ments merely to avoid ward opposition. 

This group of freeholders has defeated the 
ward bosses once, and there is no doubt they 
will have to do it again if they expect any char- 
ter to be adopted. Accordingly their appeal will 
have to be directly to the people, and the people 
deserve the very finest instrument that the free- 
holders can possibly draft. 

And so, as the freeholders tackle the funda 
mental question of what type of organization 1s 
best for St. Louis, their only concern should be 
the need for a framework permitting sound and 
efficient government. If their study convinces 
them that some frame other than the traditional 
mayor-council type best suits the needs of con- 
temporary St. Louis, they ought not to hesitate 
to recommend it.

A Southern Decision 

Segregated busses in the South, as elsewhere, 
are nearing the end of the line, the decision of 
a three-judge federal court in Montgomery, Ala., 
plainly shows. Alabama and Montgomery offi- 
cials who breathed fire at a similar earlier deci- 
sion of the Federal Circuit Court of Appeals at 
Richmond, Va., in the case of Columbia, S.C., 
will now need to re-examine their attitudes for 
realism. The Montgomery decision can be ap- 
pealed to.the United States Supreme Court but 
there can hardly be any doubt what the decision 
there will be. 

Significantly, we think, the two judges who 
handed down the Montgomery decision—Richard 
T. Rives and Frank M. Johnson Jr.—both are 
Alabamians, as is the judge who wrote a dissent- 
ing opinion, Seybourn Lynne. Southerners nowa- 
days, like most of the members of this court, 
know that integration is on the way, we believe, 
and are preparing for it. Some earlier important 
decisions on the race question were handed 
down by another distinguished native Southern- 
er, Judge J. Waties Waring of Charleston. Nor 
should it be forgotten that Justices Reed of Ken- 
tucky, Black of Alabama and Clark of Texas 
were part of the unanimous voice of the United 
States Supreme Court which struck down segre- 
gation in the publie schools. 

Here is no longer a struggle of North against 
South or Negro against Caucasian. It is a strug- 
gle only between ignorance and justice.

A New Davy for Ivan? 

While Stalin’s reputation {s being sharply 
down-graded for Russian workers, they probably 
are thinking a little more kindly these days of 
the original No. 1 Communist, Karl Marx. This 
is because at last they seem to be losing a few 
of those chains which he urged them to cast off. 

A few weeks ago the Kremlin announced that 
Russian workers were no longer chained to their 
jobs, but free to seek the employment they pre- 
fer. More detailed reports from London indicate 
that a Russian now is free to quit his job on two 
weeks’ notice. Until this new regulation went 
into effect, a man could be sent to jail for not 
working where he was told to work. The goals of 


the five-year plans could not be achieved, it was- 


held, if labor “fluidity” were countenanced. 

Other changes also have been made, according 
to the London reports. Heretofore Soviet pen- 
sions were meaningful only to those in the privi- 
leged class. Monthly payments to those lower in 
the scale provided only a few days’ subsistence. 
But a thoroughgoing revision of pensions has 
been announced. Also charges at the vaunted 
“rest and culture” resorts are being reduced so 
that th® average Russian now can afford a stay 
at these vacation places. And the new regime has 
promised to eliminate undue wage differentials. 

All this sounds fine, but The Economist of 
London wonders whether it may not spell trou- 
ble for the government. How will it affect job 
opportunities for the 1,200,000 men who, ac- 
cording to the Kremlin, are to be released from 
military service? Workers are needed in Siberia, 
but relatively few Russians have a taste for 
those bleak wastelands. Yet instead of shipping 
comrades to labor camps, the regime has just 
opened a campaign for 500,000 volunteer work 
pioneers. Incentives are offered, but hardships 
are frankly described. The idea seems to be that 
more can be achieved through enthusiasm than 
by coercion. 

One can only rejoice if life becomes more 
decent for the average Russian. Yet it would be 
a mistake to assume that this indicates weakness 
in the country’s new rulers. They may be 
strengthening their position by counting on an 
appreciative rather than a regimented popula- 
tion. They may even achieve increases in pro-

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ductivity which will increase their potential for 
international economic competition. Or they may 
be forced to abandon their good intentions. Such 
a reversal would not be the first of its kind in 
the Soviet Union. Meanwhile Western policy- 
makers surely should give thought to this at- 
tempt at a “new way.”

Fred A. Seaton’s appointment as Secretary 
of the Interior has been confirmed by the Sen- 
ate after little more than a perfunctory exami- 
nation. Both the Interior Committee, which 
questioned the appointee for an hour and a 
half, and the full Senate voted approval unani- 
mously. 

The Senators were perhaps led by that im- 
palpable but powerful force known as senatorial 
courtesy. Mr, Seaton had once served briefly 
in the Senate by appointment of Val Peterson, 
then Governor of Nebraska, now Federal Civil 
Defense Administrator, to fill out the unexpired 
term of the late Kenneth Wherry. 

Still, the examination was exceptionally brisk 
in view of the stand Mr. Seaton had expressed 
in favor of forfeiting federal authority over in- 
land streams to the states. He was interrogated 
on the Eisenhower Administration’s ‘“partner- 
ship” policy for public power, which in applica- 
tion has too often seemed to result in turning 
public power over to the private power com- 
panies. Mr. Seaton said he was committed to it. 

He was noncommital about the Hell’s Canyon 
project, but pointed out that the Administration 
wanted private enterprise to develop it. He 
could see no reason for changing the law which 
gives preference to co-operative and municipal 
distribution systems in the sale of publicly- 
produced power. The Administration has sought 
to undermine this provision through several 
indirect approaches. The nominee was not sure 
federal adequate to protect timber 
stands from exploitation as windfalls in mineral 
leases such as those of the Al Sarena Mining 
Co. in the Rogue River National Forest of Ore- 
gon. He said he would find out whether wildlife 
refuges are being damaged by drilling for oil— 
an encroachment encouraged under policies 
his predecessor, Douglas McKay.

A man who receives an honorary degree 
from the University of Missouri might be ex- 
pected to littie space in Who’s Who. 
There we learn of Homer Croy that he was born 
near Maryville, and of course wrote many books 
“West of the Water Tower,” some of 
which were turned into stage plays and motion 
pictures. But the most compelling autobiographi- 
cal line is this: “first student in first school of 
journalism in the world—vU. of Missouri.”

For he flunked 
out of the university which has just awarded 
him an honorary degree. In fact, Mr. Croy failed 
in English—particularly in Shakespeare—at the 
school which now cites “the magic of your pen.”

As a Russian Idol Falls 


The Mirror 
of

Khrushchev's speech on Stalin as 


a tyrant and murderer only 


tells world what it already knew and does not atone tor 
record; while Stalin's pupils rule it would be folly for West to 
relax guard; real defendant is the Communist ideology itself.

This newspaper has published the full 
available text of Nikita S. Khrushchev’'s 
attack on Joseph Stalin. It is a searing 
experience to read that speech. 


Foul murder, base treachery, false- 
hood on an unprecedented scale, par- 
anoia and egomania, all these are ele- 
ments of the indictment Khrushchev 
brings against the man whom all Soviet 
citizens and Communist dupes the 
world over hailed not so long ago as 
“our father, our a 
leader and our 
teacher.” 

This speech must 
surely rank as one 
of the most dra- 
matic documents 
of all time. It is a 
description of hell 
on earth in the 
land which  mil- 
lions of the naive 
once thought was 
rapidly becoming 
heaven or utopia. 

Yet, after the 
initial shock of 
reading these rev- 
elations from the highest lea@er of 
world Communism, a sense of satisfac- 
tion must pervade every opponent of 
Communism these past decades. Here, 
from the Moscow heights themselves, 
comes full confirmation of all that we 
have believed about Stalin and the So- 
viet Union. 

The free world knew and said many 
years ago that Stalin was a murderer 
and monster in human form. Even two 
decides ago it was apparent that the 
blood of innumerable innocent victims 
had stained his hands indelibly 
Khrushchev’s speech enlightens’ us 
only on details. The essence was ap- 
parent to every intelligent citizen of 
the free world long ago. 
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Khrushchev’s speech was both an act 
of catharsis—forced by the demands 
of the Soviet people who were Stalin's 
victims for long years—and a prepara- 
tion for the future. It is a prime ex- 
ample of the “cult of personality” in 


reverse. Yesterday Stalin was “the 
greatest genius of all time and all 
lands.” Today he is an unspeakable 


fiend responsible for all that was hor- 
rible in Soviet history. 


The purpose is plain: 
Stalin’s closest associates, who have 
now succeeded him. By this act 
Khrushchev hoped to wipe clean the 
bloody slate of the past and to focus 
on a dead man the Soviet people's 
justified demand for vengeance. 


to exculpate 


The device is a transparent one. It 
should not be allowed to. succeed. 
Khrushchev, Bulganin, Molotov, Mal- 
enkov’ and the rest were Stalin's own 
creatures and associates. They rose to 
their present position by executing his 


orders unquestloningly. They them- 
Selves proved their prowess as purgers 
and murderers time and again. Their 
hands are also stained with blood, and 
history still requires that they appear 
as defendants before the Soviet people. 

The need to recognize the guilt of 
the present Soviet leaders is especially 
important because Khrushchev’s in- 
dictment of Stalin is too narrow and 
leaves the door open for new horrors 
tomorrow. It is Stalin, the monster 
who murdered honest Communists and 
endangered Soviet power, that Khrush- 
chev exposes. -But murder and terror 
are not repudiated. 


Khrushchev lauds the use of these 
instruments by Lenin “against actual 
class enemies.” Here we have the 
answer for all who may harbor new 
illusions about a new birth of democ- 
racy and freedom in _ post-Stalinist 
Russia. 


The essence of the matter is that the 
real defendant before the bar of his- 
tory is not Stalin or the Stalinist group. 
The real defendant, the real culprit is 
the Communist ideology itself, the be- 
lief that a better world can be brought 
into being by traveling a road littered 
with the corpses of those who have 
different ideas. Stalin and his crimes 
were the logical product of the belief 
that the end justifies the means. 

Khrushchev’s’ indictment _ testifies 
eloquently to what has been #proved 
time and again in human hist@®y: the 
means determine the end. The sincere 
Communists whom Stalin murdered 
were the logical successors of the So- 
cial Revolutionaries, the Social Demo- 
crats, the kulaks and other dissidents 
whom Lenin murdered. 


One other facet of the matter de- 
serves thought. We now have Khrush- 
chev's word for Stalin’s paranoia and 
his crimes at home. But what of 
Stalin’s crimes abroad? What of the 
Eastern European lands whose free- 
dom was so ruthlessly snuffed out after 
World War II? What of the naked 
aggression in Korea in 1950? 


Khrushchev’'s indictment of Stalin is 
the best possible proof that our fears 
of Soviet aggression were justified 
these past years. If Stalin plotted 
against his closest associates, how much 
more must he have plotted against the 
free world, whose very existence was 
a permanent threat to his power? 


The answer is plain. The Soviet 
Union was responsible for a decade of 
cold war and international tension. 
And since Stalin’s pupils still rule it 
would be folly to relax our guard. 


Stalin, after all, also spoke at times 
in soft tones and with kind words. The 
lesson of his hypocrisy while he lived 
is a useful one to remember as we deal 
with the men he trained and elevated 
to power. 


Ghee, Yoghurt and Jubjub

methods of preserving food as he was 
in his selection. 


Burghul, parboiled wheat, for exam- 
ple,.is found in all the countries of the 
Middle East. To make it, wheat is 
briefly cooked and then dried for two 
or three hours in the sun. The resulting 
substance can be stored for years. 


Butter oil (ghee in India, samneh in 
the Middle East) is another ingenious 
solution to the spoilage problem. Butter 
oil can be kept for as long as a year, 
even in a warm climate, without going 
rancid. 


The primitive treatment for keeping 
milk, developed generations ago in the 
Middle East, has even more spectacular 
advantages. Milk is transformed into a 
milk curd by adding beneficial bacteria, 
which in turn prevent the growth of 
other harmful bacteria. Yoghurt or le-

ban, as the milk curd ts called, ranks 
high today with many Western nutri- 
tionists as having special food value. 
But primarily it developed as a con- 
venient device for handling milk in 
semitropical areas. 

A visitor to Jerusalem, strolling 
among the city’s shops, is always in- 
trigued by the white mounds of some- 
thing which looks like golf balls on the 
food stands. 

These are lumps of dried milk, or 
jubjub, made from sheep’s milk, first 
converted into the usual curd and then 
dried in the hot sun. The balls can be 
reconstituted by adding water.’ 

In the West’ we consider dried milk 
powder, which first appeared on the 
market 50 years ago, one of the tri- 
umphs of the chemical industry. But 
the peoples of the Middle East have 
enjoyed the advantages of dried milk 
for a long time.

Journey Into the Primitive 


THE PARADISE BIRD, by Howard Otway. 
and Brothers, 273 pqs., $3.50.) 

Mr. Otway is here occupied with the 
strength of man’s primitive nature. His 
characters are two men and one woman. 
Murry Hayden is a wealthy, overly- 
schooled ‘he does not possess a truly 
creative mind and so escapes into a sort 
of pseudo-scholarship—the study of rare 
tropical birds), self-deceiving product 
of the civilization Mr. Otway so de- 
plores. Murry can’t see himself for the 
civilized flourishes which our social 
conventions have put upon him. His 
wife does not see 
him either 

She mistakes his 
sexual timidity for 
consideration. She 
venerates his mon- 
ey, and is awed by 
his social prestige 
Yet it is Smitty, the 
adventurer, the man 
whom society has 
repudiated, who fi- 
nally shows her the 
meaning of her life 
Smitty has once 
been defeated by 
the wild tropical 
country into which 
he now guides Hayden and his wiie 
Smitty knows the head-hunters, knows 
the power of their primitive land, knows 
the real danger of the land and of the 
men who resent the intruding whii« 
Yet he sees a second chance to attack 
these forces and sets out to prove his 
worth to himself. 

The journey of these three beyond 
the barriers of civilized life is Mr. Ot- 
way’s story. He makes the primitive, vi 
olent and alien though it is, convincing 
and believable. He leads the search for 
the Paradise Bird through civilization 
into primitive passion, and finally into 
a trip of self discovery deep into the 
being of his three characters. Their fu! 
fillment is melodramatic and bloody. 
But so superficial is the society from 
which they travel, that one is not sur- 
prised at the triumph of the jungle. 

Mr. Otway has an original approach. 
His story is readable and well written. 
Some of his characters are excellent.

YEAR JN THE SUN. by Elizabeth Keiffer. (Bobbs- 
Merrill, 275 pgs., $3.50.) 

This is a pleasant, leisurely account 
of a young writer and her husband, a 
painter, and their baby son, Joe, who 
fled the tensions and expenses of New 
York City to live in a village in Mex- 
ico.

Nation's Oldest Active Trade Unionist 


John Warrington, at 84, Retires From One Post but Keeps Another 


By Dickson Terry 


EST you get the impression, 
L trom a lot of things you 

have been reading lately, 
most labor leaders and union 
officials are thugs and racket- 
eers, it might be a good idea 
to turn the spotlight around 
today and focus it on an 84- 
year-old man named John War- 
rington, who represents the 
other side of the picture. 


Nobody hears much about the 
John Warringtons of this world, 
mainly because there's nothing 
very spectacular about doing a 
good job, being honest, and 
earning the respect and admira- 
tion of your fellow men. But it 
can be highly satisfying, and 
John is a man who has that 
satisfaction. 


It's true he doesn’t have 
much else. No Cadillacs, no fat 
bank account. He owns his own 
home, he had a happy mar- 
riage, and he raised three chil- 
dren to become good citizens. 
He also has a job, which he 
intends to go on doing to the 
best of his ability, just as he 
always has, until he can no 
longer function. He has. never 
made more than $5000 a year. 


As a matter of fact, so un- 
assuming is John Warrington, 
that the only reason attention 
is focused on him now is the 
fact that he has just resigned, 
after 30 highly = successful 
years, as president of the Al- 
lied Printing Trades Council in 
St. Louis. That, and the fact he 
has served as secretary and 
treasurer of the Franklin Asso- 
ciation No. 43 for 56 years, 
and that he is the oldest living 


active trade unionist in the 
country today. 
When we say “successful 


years,” we measure success in 
the terms of what men think 
of him. And men say of him, 
“He's an honest man.” They 
say, “His word is as good as 
his bond.” And both union 
men arid employers say, ‘‘He 
has done more than any other 
man in the history of labor in 
St. Louis to establish mutual 
good relations between labor 
and management in his field.” 

Warrington fs a man of medi- 
um height and rugged build 
with a face like a kindly snap- 
ping turtle. He wears horn- 
rimmed glasses and is almost 
totally bald. He likes people, 
and he is an easy, friendly 
talker.

mailers, offset printers, paper- 
handlers, photo-engravers, print- 
ing pressmen, stereotypers, art- 
ists, printers and webb press- 
men; all the people you never 
see or hear much about but who 
have a lot to do with everything 
you read, including this news- 
paper. There are more than 
100,000 of them. 

Warrington was one of the 
founders of the Franklin Asso- 
ciation. That was in 1897, just 
after he had come to St. Louis 
from his home in Vicksburg, 
Miss. He had worked in a print- 
ing office there, and was recom- 
mended for a job with the old 
Kellog Newspaper Co. at Third 
and Walnut streets, which later 
became part of the Western 
Newspaper Union, huge produc- 
ers of ‘boiler plate” and inside 
fillers for country papers. In 
those days a country editor 
could buy a four page section, 


already printed, to make his 
paper an eight-page paper. The 
sections contained everything 
from essays on nature to recipes, 
poetry, jokes and Bible lessons. 

Warrington operated a paper 
folder, which was the first one 
of its type in St. Louis. In those 
days most printers and press- 
men were knights of the road. 
They usually drifted in broke, 
and it was the custom to pass 
the hat to give them a stake 


until pay day. When they were 
sick and couldn't work, the men 
passed the hat again. They 
worked 60 hours a week; press- 
men made $18 to $20 a week, 
and assistants made about $8 a 
week. 

Warrington became the first 
paid officer of the Franklin 
Association (the other offices 
are voluntary) in 1900, and has 
held the job ever since. He has 
devoted the last 56 years to the 
status and welfare of the press 
room workers. Today they work 
3712 hours and make up to

$115 a.week. They have a relief 
association which tides 
over when they are sick, a pen- 
sion plan for their old age. The 
association now has 40 men on 
the pension roll. 


This kind of security and 
status has done more than any- 
thing else to stabilize the in- 
dustry, Warrington feels. There 
have been no general strikes 
in the trade since 1921. War- 
rington was instrumental in 
settling that strike, and at the 
same time brifiging about an 
understanding and amity be- 
tween employer and employe 
that had never existed before 
and has prevailed ever since.

N May, 1922, following the 
| settlement of this strike, 

Warrington and a group of 
employers drew up a document 
called Men and Management 
Conference. It contains six 
agreements, all aimed at har- 
monious relations, and it is a 
sort of Bill of Rights for both 
sides, and just about as sacred. 

In 1905 he was elected in- 
ternational vice president of 
the Allied Printing Trades at 
the San Francisco convention, 
and in 1909 he helped the late, 
great Sam Gompers organize 
the label trades department of 
the American Federation of 
Labor. 


Thirty years ago he was elect- 
ed president of the Allied Print- 
ing Trades Council of St. Louis, 
and re-elected every year since, 
year in and year out, without 
opposition. 


His life has been devoted to 
the trade and the unions. His 
wife, whom he married in 1906, 
was the sister of a fellow press- 
man. They built a home at Oak 
Hill and Hartford, and there 
they raised three children, A

Sweating Flush Tanks. 

OR our money, the less wa- 
F ter that gets on the floor of 

a bathroom, the better, One 
way that a lot of unnecessary 
water gets on the bathroom 
floor in many homes is from 
the flush tank. 

It's not that the flush tank 
is leaking but that moisture is 
condensing on the sides of the 
tank and dripping off onto the 
floor. In some homes this has 
become so serious that the floor 
has rotted out where it was 
exposed to all this water. 

The least expensive way to 
handle this job is to take a big 
bath towel and wrap it around 
the sides of the tank. It can 
be held in place with string or 
tape and it will keep the sides 
of the tank that it covers nice 
and dry. Some stores sell 
special little jackets made out 
of toweling that are designed 
to fit around the tank and are 
made for this very purpose. 

Another moderately inexpen- 
sive way to handle this problem 
is to install a pan under the 
tank to catch the water. Any 
good size pan will do this job, 
but you can get a special one 
at plumbing and hardware 
stores that are attached under 
the tank and have a hose that 
runs from the pan to the bowl. 
Water collecting in the pan will

drain into the bow! so once the 
pan has been installed you can 
forget it. 

There are also tanks available 
with plastic liners on the in- 
side and these act as insulation 
and prevent the sides of the 
tank becoming chilled by the 
cold water in the tank. 

A very ineffective but sort of 
expensive way to stop the tank 
from sweating is to have a hot 
water line connected into the 
supply line to the tank. A 
valve is used with this arrange- 
ment so that the temperature 
of the water flowing into the 
tank will be around 70 degrees 
—warm enough so that conden- 
sation will not occur on the 
tank.

Much More Love Than Battle 
T WELVE years ago last Wednesday, 250,000 Allied troops 


hit the beaches of Normandy or parachute-jumped in 

the greatest amphibious invasion of all time. Wednes- 
day night at the ST. LOUIS, “D-DAY, THE SIXTH OF 

JUNE,” had a preview in commemoration 
of the event (the film opens its regular run 
today). The film's idea of a monument to 
the savage grandeur and colossal human 
sacrifice of the invasion is the rather tedi- 
ous telling of an unhappy love affair be- 
tween Robert Taylor, as a married Amer- 
ican Army captain, and Dana Wynter, as an 
English Red Cross girl, finished off by five minutes of Cine- 
maScope DeLuxe color fireworks in one incident of the 
battle. 

The glossy ladies-magazine treatment of the romance, 
from a novel by Lionel Shapiro, and directed by Henry 
Koster, is the frame of reference through which we are 
shown two years of preparation for the invasion. The grim- 
ness and terror of battle are hinted at only obliquely. We 
see the Dieppe raid only through the eyes of a blustering, 
loud-mouthed American staff lieutenant colonel (Edmond 
O’Brien) bucking for colonel, who goes along for prestige 
and comes back looking dazed and needing a stiff drink 
The London angle is concerned mostly with bickerings be- 
tween English and Americans and the problems of some 
American officers in dating English dames (non-titled). As 
the British colonel Dana has sworn to be true to, Richard 
Todd presents a courageous figure as he limps back from 
the African desert battles, but it’s a softened, long-telescope 
view of the horrors of war. The script tries rather lamely to 
prettify the love affair into something sensitive and poig- 
nant. with Dana choking back her tears at the end as she 
sends the picturesquely wounded Robert back to his Amer- 
ican wife.
